4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
does not disclose an apparatus for a cochlear implant comprising a substantially flat 
electrode carrier with at least two overlapping basic cells, the basic cells comprising a 
base layer of electrically insulating material and a layer of electrically conducting 
material arranged on the base layer.
